M 0n Monday evening, May 11, 1970, a meeting of members of the 
Anti-Aircraft Conspiracy was held at the home of T. Pedemonte, 

106 Stands Ave., Hartford, Conn. There were some 25 persons 
in attendance including BAMBI DDY, ROBYN LEWIS, and STEVE HEDGER. 

"A major portion of this meeting was devoted to a lecture by a 
Professor ALLAN KAY of the University of Hartford on the history 
of the Black Panther movement, citing its purposes, accomplishments 
and philosophy. Professor KAY is presently.' himself living on a 
communal basis in New Haven with members of the Black Panthers as 
an observer. He commutes daily to Hartford. 

"Part of this meeting was also devoted to the setting up of work 
shops for the orientation and education of AAC members to the 
purposes and principles of the BIaci£ Panther Party. They can then 
train others in this area. AAC members will be urged to also adopt 
a communal mode of living. 


"An opinion derived from this meeting is that the Panthers are in 
favor of having such work shops organized within radical groups like 
the AAC so that their members can be indoctrinated into the more 
radical and militant appx*oaches to protest. The AAC views these 
work shops as a means of supporing the Black Panthers rather than 
being the formation of an alliance wibh them."

LIEUTENANT JAMES BLESSO, HARTFORD, CONN., POLICE DEPARTMENT J 
ADVISED JULY TWENTY EIGHT, INSTANT, A FIRE HYDRANT AT NELSON 
AND CLARK STREETS IN HARTFORD’S NORTH END, A NEGRO AREA, WAS 
BEING TURNED ON BY YOUTHS OUTSIDE A STORE AT THAT CORNER. STORE 
OWNER OBJECTED AND REPORTEDLY TRIED TO CHASE YOUTHS AWAY. IT 
WAS REPORTED HE HAD A GUN BUT THIS WAS NOT CONFIRMED. WITH A

NH T-l advised these individuals appear 
to be members of the Black Panther Party in view of 
their uniform dress and their frequent shouts concerning 
the Black Panther Party and "BOBBY SEALE." These 
individuals caused a disruption, however, they were 
contained when officers of the 108th MIG threatened 
to call the police. They eventually quieted down and

On Saturday night, August 1, 1970, the Hartford 
fascist pigs invaded the office of the Hartford 
N.C.C.F., supposedly ' looking for a sniper on 
the front roof. These pigs entered the apartment 
without a search warrant, they tore up the 
apartment and destroyed clothing for the Free 
Clothing Program. The pigs also confiscated 
files which were taken Away in a fire truck. The 
Fire Department has refused to release these 
materials, they deny even having taken the ma- 
terials. However, residents from the community 
witnessed their loading the truck with materials. 
Tide Hartford pigs stole nearly $200.00 from the 
office. Also the N.C.C.F. was fired upon. We 
deplore these fascist tactics and acts of ter- 
rorism which are being perpetrated in this 
commu.- iry against Black and Puerto Rican peo- 
ple by Pig Chief Vaugn’s gestapo, blood-thirsty 
henchmen. Also there was no cause for the 
raiding of this apartment; but we see this 
as none other than a part of the systematic 
plan of terrorism against the N.C.C.F. all 
around the country. For instance. New Bedford, 
Mess., N.C.C.F. was raided in a similar man- 
ner Thursday. . 

We are calling on all oppressed people of 
Hartford, Connecticut to resist these acts of 
terrorism and genocide being perpetrated 
against all of the poor oppressed people (Black 
people in particular). We can no longer sit by 
and allow the pig department of Hartford or 
any other city to intimidate and harass 
political organizations whose only crimes are 
serving the needs of hungry children andjabor

Attacking the American gov- 
ernment as racist and the econ- 
omic system as exploitaive, 
four members of iiic Hartford 
chapter of the Black Panthers 
told an audience of 30 middle 
class white people Sunday about 
their objectives. 

The meeting, in the Unitarian 
Meeting House, 50 • Bloomfield 
Ave., was organized by the 
church's Social Responsibility 
Committee as part of the com- 
mittee’s “Forum in the Round.” 

One of the first things the 
Panthers explained was that 
they had been misrepresented 
■ as being simply a gang of 
“hoodlums.” 

“We re out to build up, not 
tear down and we’il only use 
violence if we're backed into 
a corner by people trying to 
rip (kill) us off the street,” 
Thom as Corn explained. 

^ r ‘/?s~pati' i of their “building 
•up” the Panthers listed their 
breakfast program, ‘ medical 


centers and fight to cducr,- 
people not to use drugs. Tin-, 
said that about fit) to 75 young- 
sters are being fed. in Uie 
breakfast program and that 
they hope to expand it as soon 
as possible. 

Corn also said the Panthers 
arcn ! ( racist but that they’re 
trying to unite both the black 
and, white lower classes that 
“are being railroaded by the 
upper classes.” 

Ultimately, according to Corn, 
the Panthers hope to lead the 
revolution to establish a gov- 
ernment where “all the people 
Would have the power instead 
of the pig capitalists.” 

The term “pig” in the Pan- 
ther lexicon is “a low natured 
beast” and is used to describe 
anyone who stands in the way 
of their revolution. The first 
step in the revolution, accord- 
ing to the Panthers, is complete 
community control of such func- 
tions as education, housing and 
'. police protection. • •-. ’

The official newspaper, '*The Black Panther,*' which further 
describes itself as the "Black Community News Service,'? stated that 
the BPP advocates the use of guns and guerrilla tactics in its re- 
volutionary program to end oppression of the black people. Residents 
of the black community are. urged to arm themselves against the police 
who are consistently referred to in the publication as "pigs" who 
should be killed. : '? 

"The Black Panther" issue of September 7, 1968, contains an 
editorial by BPP Minister of Education, GEORGE MASON MURRAY which ends 
with the following: 

"Black Men. Black people, colored persons of America, re- 
volt everywhere. Arm yourselves. The only culture worth keeping is 
revolutionary culture. Change. Freedom everywhere. Dynamite! Black 
Power. Use the gun. Kill the pigs everywhere!" 

Included in the introduction to an article appearing in the 
October 5, 1968, edition of, "The Black Panther" is the statement, 

"...We will not dissent from American Government. We will overthrow it." 

Issues of the "Black Panther" regularly contain quotations from 
the writings of Chairman MAO Tse-tung of the People’s Republic of China 
and feature MAO’S statement that, "political power grows out of the 
barrel of a gun."

Minister of Defense, NEWTON is presently serving a sentence of two 
r.o fifteen; years on a conviction of manslaughter in connection with 
the killing of an Oakland police, officer* • 


The official newspaper, "The Black Panther,” which further 
describes itself as the "Black Community News Service," stated that: 
the BPP advocates the use of guns and guerrilla tactics in its re- 
volutionary program to end oppression of the black people. Residents 
of the black community are urged to arm themselves against the police 
who are consistently referred to in the publication as "pigs" who 
should be killed. 


"The Block Panther" issue of September 7, 1968 , contains an 
editorial by BPP Minister of Education, GEORGE MASON MURRAY which ends 
with the following: 

"Black Men. 3 lack people, colored persons of America, re- 
volt everywhere. Arm yourselves. The only culture worth keeping is 
revolut ionary culture. Change . Freedom everywhere . Dynamite! Black 
Power. Use the. gun. Kill, the pigs everywhere!" 

Included in the introduction to an article appearing in the 
October S, 1968, edition of "The Black Panther" is the statement, 

"...We will not dissent from American Government. We will overthrow it. 

Issues of the "Black Panther" regularly contain quotations from 
the writings of Chairman MAC Tse-tung of the People's Republic of China 
and feature MAO's statement, that, "political power grows out of the 
barrel of a gun."

On September 17, 1970, Special Agent Richard Weronik, 
Alcohol, ^Tobacco, and Firearms, Federal Building, 450 Main Street, 
Hartford, Connecticut, advised that Kenneth Eugene Speight, date 
of .;\.bi'r^^'.6c;f : obe^r 8, 1950, Goldsboro, North Carolina, residence 
214 New London- Turnpike, Glastonbury, Connecticut, was arrested 
at approximately 10:05 a.m. on September 10, 1970 pursuant to a 
warrant issued September 9, 1970 by United States Commissioner 
Thomas F. Parker, 450 Main Street, Hartford, Connecticut. The 
warrant charged Speight with possession of incendiary devices or 
bombs in violation of Title 26 United States Code, Section 5861 (D) , 
which is part of Title II of the Gun Control Act of 1968. Section 
5861 (D) provides as follows: 

shall be unlawful for any person to Receive 
possess a firearm which is not registered to 
him in the National Firearms Registration and 
•V Transfer Record". 

Special Agent Weronik advised that he and another 
agent of Alcohol, Tobacco, and Firearms arrested Speight at Circuit 
Court 14, 155 Morgan Street, Hartford, Connecticut. There was no 
incident, and Speight was promptly taken before United States Com- 
missioner Parker, who released Speight on a $1,500 non-surety bond.

On September 23, 1970, Special Agent Weronik 
advised that the violations upon which the arrest warrant 
was based are alleged to have occurred on two separate 
occasions. On the first occasion, July 19, 1970, Speight -.j 
allegedly threw an incendiary device - a firebomb - at a 
bus on Barbour Street in the North End of Hartford, Con- 
necticut. Weronik located the driver of the bus, who identi- 
fied subject from a photograph as the individual who threw 
the firebomb. There were no corroborating witnesses. No 
arrest was made by local police. ' 

On the second occasion, July 20, 1970, Speight 
and three others were stopped by the Hartford, Connecticut Police 
in possession of a stolen car. Two escaped into some woods, and 
Speight and another were arrested, A driver for Walter’s Ser- 
vice, 305 Sigourney Street, Hartford, who towed the stolen 
automobile, found four incendiary devices in, it. The 'devices 
consisted of three bottles filled with liquid, with wiqks 
attached, and another vessel probably containing powddr.

A source has advised that the Students for a Democratic 
Society (SDS) , as presently regarded, came into being at a found- 
ing convention held June, 1962, at Port Huron, Michigan. From 
an initial posture of "participatory democracy" the line of the 
national leadership has revealed a growing Marxist-Leninist 
adherence which currently calls for the building of a revolutionary 
youth movement. . Concurrently, the program of SDS has evolved from 
civil rights struggles to an anti-Vietnam 'war stance to an ad- 
vocacy of a militant anti-imperialist position. China, Vietnam 
and Cuba are regarded as the leaders of worldwide struggles against 
the United States imperialism whereas the Soviet Union is held' to 
be revisionist and also imperialist. 

At the June, 1969, SDS National Convention, Progressive 
Labor Party (PLP) forces in the organization were expelled. As a 
result , the National Office (NO) group maintained its National 
Headquarters at 1603 West Madison Street, Chicago, and the PLP 
faction set up headquarters in Cambridge, Massachusetts. This 
headquarters subsequently moved to Boston. Each group elected its 
own national officers, which include three national secretaries 
and a National Interim Committee of eight. Both the NO forces 
and the PLP forces claim to be the true SDS. Both groups also 
print their versions of "New Left Notes" which sets forth the line 
and the program of the particular faction.

NH T-9 advised on November 9, 1970, that the BPP ■ 
in Cleveland,* Ohio, intended to go to Washington, D.C., for 
the Constitutional Convention. A^representative of the BPP 
in Cleveland has stated that if the government reacts 
unfavorably to the Constitutional Convention, the BPP would 
return to Ohio and would destroy the National Guard Armory 
in Akron, Ohio. 

Literature and Publications 

On September 12, 1970, NH T-55 advised that the 
BPP in New Haven had established a Revolutionary People's 
Constitutional Convention Information Center in Middletown, 
Connecticut. This organization was later to be transformed 
into a National Committee to Combat Fascism which is an 
information center and a front group for the BPP. 

On November 2 , 1970, this same source stated that 
the RPCCIC had set up a headquarters on the second floor in 
the Hoberman Apartments, 39B South Main Street, Middletown, 
Connecticut. This source stated that their headquarters 
contains two rooms and when unoccupied, these rooms are 
heavily locked. A mimeograph machine and other printing 
equipment is located in this headquarters. The RPCCIC has 
published various BPP fliers and several editions of a publi 
cation entitled "Black Community News Bulletin". Seven edi- 
tions of this publication have already been distributed in 
the Middletown, Connecticut - Wesleyan University areas.

Black Panther Party for Self-Defense 


According to its official newspaper, the Black Panther 
Party (BPP) was started during December, 1966, in Oakland, 
California, to organize black people so they can take control of 
the life, politics, and the destiny of the black community. It 
v/ as organized by BOBBY GEORGE SEALE, BPP Chairman, and HUEY P. 
NEWTON, BPP Minister of Defense. NEWTON is presently serving a 
sentence of two to fifteen years on a conviction of manslaughter 
in connection with the killing of an Oakland police officer. 

The official newspaper, "The Black Panther", which 
further describes .itself as the "Black Community News Service", 
stated that the BPP advocates the use of guns and guerrilla 
tactics in its revolutionary program to end oppression of the 
black people. Residents of the Black community are urged to arm 
themselves against the police who are consistently referred to in 
the publication as "pigs" who should be killed.

"The, Black Panther" issue, of September 7, 1968, con- 
tains an editorial by BPP Minister of Education, GEORGE MASON 
MURRAY which ends with the following: 

"Black Men. Black people, colored persons of America, 
revolt everywhere. Arm yourselves. The only .‘culture worth 
keeping is revolutionary culture. Change, Freedom everywhere. 
Dynamite! Black Power. Use the gun. Kill the pigs,' everywhere . " 

Included in the introduction to an article appearing 
in the October 5, 1968, edition of "The . Black Panther " is the- 
statement, "... We will not dissent from American Government. 

We will overthrow it." 

Issues of the "Black Panther" regularly contain quota- 
tions from the writings of Chairman MAO Tse-tung of :. the People's 
Republic of China and feature MAO's statement that "political 
power grov/s out of the barrel of a gun"; 

The national headquarters of the BPP is located at 3106 
Shattuek Avenue, Berkeley, California, Branches have been esta- 
blished at various locations throughout the United States.

35 Sterling Street, Hartford, Connecticut is associated with 
either the Black Panther Party or the Blackstone Rangers. 
Detective TELESKY did not reveal the source of his information. 


The Blackstone Rangers reportedly are publicly 
known as a militant organization which was originated in 
1902 as a small band of Negro youths residing in the 
souths id e of Chicago. Through the years this organization 
grew in size and structure until. 1967 at which time they we 
able to call a meeting of over 1,500 Rangers.

The Rangers developed satellite ganga, but the 
entire organization came under the control of a small group of 
21 members known as the "Main 21." This small group supervised 
and made policy decisions for the federation of Ranger gangs. 
This federation eventually took on a new name and is now known 
as the Ranger Nation, with several affinity groups operating in 
cities throughout the United States. 


A characterization of the Black Panther 
Party (3PP) appears in the appendix.

Blac k Panther Party for Self Defense 

According to the official newspaper of the Black Panther Party (BPP) , 
the BPP was started in December, 1966, in Oakland, California, to 
organize black people so they can take control of the life, politics, 
and the destiny of the black community. It was organized by Bobby G. 
Seale, BPP Chairman, and Huey P. Newton, Minister of Defense, BPP. 

The official newspaper, called ”The Black Panther,” regularly states 
that the BPP advocates the use of guns and guerrilla tactics in its 
revolutionary program to end oppression of the black people. Residents 
of the black community are urged to arm themselves against the police 
who are consistently referred to as M pigs M who should be killed.. 

The newspaper, in its issue of September 7, 1968, had an article by 
the then Minister of Education, George Murray. This article ended with 
the following: 

"Black men. Black people, colored persons of America, 
revolt everywhere! Arm yourselves. The only culture worth keeping 
is revolutionary culture. Change. Freedom everywhere . Dynamite! 

Black power. Use the gun. Kill the pigs everywhere.” 

The BPP newspaper, issue of October 5, 1968, had an article introduced 
with the following statemeit: ”We will not dissent from American govern- 

ment. We will overthrow it.” 

David Hilliard, Chief of Staff, BPP, in a speech at the San Francisco 
Polo Field on November 15, 1969, said: ”We will kill Richard Nixon.” 

David Hilliard, in ”The New York Times,” issue of December 13, 1969,. was 
quoted as follows: "We advocate" the very direct overthrow of the govern- 

ment by way of force and violence.” In the issue of April 25, 1970, the 
BPP newspaper had an article by Minister of Culture, Bnory Douglas, as 
follows: 

» - • . . s 

"The only way to make this racist US government administer 

justice to the people it is oppressing, is by taking up 'arms against 

this government, killing the officials, until the reactionary forces... 
are dead, and those that are left turn their weapons on their superiors, 
thereby passing revolutionary judgement against the number one enemy of 
all mankind, the racist U.S. government.” 

They BPP Headquarters is located at 1046 Peralta Street, Oakland, 
California. Branches of the BPP and Committees to Combat Fascism, 
under control of the BPP’ have been established in various locations in 
the USA.

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The following information pertains to Black 
Panther Party (BPP) activities throughout the State of 
Connecticut for the period of 9/18/70 through February, 

1971, and is as follows: 

BPP ORGANIZATION AND EXPULSIONS 

The Black Panther Party as of February, 1971, 
is located with headquarters in New Haven, Connecticut, 
and with one affiliate group in operation in Middletown, 
Connecticut, ^fe'mbership in general, has dropped through- 
out the State. The NCCF Chapters in Bridgeport and Hartford 
have bpen closed by decree of BPP National Headquarters. . 
However, efforts to re-establish the NCCF' in Hartford are 
presently under way. Instructions have come out of New 
Haven setting forth certain requirements for the NCCF 
Headquarters in Hartford. 

EDIE JACKSON has set these requirements forth 
as follows: 

(1) Headquarters must be a brick building. 

(2) RICHARD BRASWELL is to be . .contacted 
concerning transportation and protection. ^-BRASWELL will 
act as the head of the NCCF in Hartford. 'ROBERT WHITE 
and ALLEN SMITH will assist him. 

ALLEN resides with EMILY WHITE on Suffield 
Street and they are to marry soon. 

BRUCE RYLES and LOTTIE BROWN desire reinstatement 
into the Party; however, the Party will have nothing to do 
with them. 

(3) If BRASWELL accepts a written contract, the 
BPP will furnish bail bond money. 

(4) The NCCF in Hartford will not carry weapons, 
will not be arrested, will not use marijuana, nor recruit 
members who do use drugs. Drugs are grounds for immediate 
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| expulsion and no juvenile under eighteen will be accepted 

in membership. Efforts to establish the NCCF will com- 
mence immediately. 

The NCCF will handle 1,000 copies of the BPP 
newspaper which will be coordinated through a Panther named 
WILLIAM WEAVER. 

The BPP in Connecticut has been the victim of 
several expulsions by National Headquarters; most recently 
i MARSHA ROBERSON and ROSEMARY MEALEY have been formally 

expelled which was published in the BPP newspaper. ROBERT 
WELL reportedly was expelled from the Party. However, due 
j to WEBB' s extremely militant attitude and dedication to 

the BPP, it is felt that WEBB is presently working under- 
ground or abroad for the Party. WEBB has not been ob- 
served in the New Haven area for several weeks.

THOMAS CORN was formally expelled for failing to 
return money to the Party. 


BPP PUBLICATIONS 

The Black Panther Party in Connecticut will 
continue to handle 3 ,000 copies of the Black Panther; 
Hartford will handle 1,000 copies; Wesleyan-Middletown 
will handle 500 copies; copies will be furnished in 
Waterbury , Conn. ; also 500 copies will be handled by 
UCONN. A small distribution will be made in Springfield. 
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The Black Panther has recently expelled the New York 21 
for their involvement with the Weathermen Organization. 
The Weathermen reportedly have a branch somewhere in 
South Windsor, Connecticut. The - said RYi&2£L 

previously stated that this group of Weathermen had 
recently liberated some guns. However, no amplifing 
information has been obtained to verify this fact. 


BLACK PANTHER PARTY . - MEMBERSHIP 


The leadership and membership of the Black Panther Party 
as of February, 1971 consists of JAMES BU33ER YOUNG, Defense 
Captain for the State of Connecticut, DARYL OVERTON, DARYLL 
PENDERGRASS, and EDDY JACKSON, ELISE BROWN, and FRANCIS 
CARTER are also still active in New Haven. RICKY LEEK, 
a new arrival is now handling communications and covering 
the trial. LEEK does not reside at 35 Sylvan Avenue, however 
his address is not known at this time. There are three 
young girls presently assisting the Panthers at 35 Sylvan, 
however, their exact position in the party is unknown at 
this time. There is also a 45 year old negro female, brown 
skin, staying at 35 Sylvan Avenue. There are also two young 
children staying at 35 Sylvan Avenue, one belonging to 
EDDY JACKSON. ARTIE SEAL has not been seen in New Haven 
since last October. The 3PP in New Haven is not active in 
education and training at this time since recent membership 
shakeups, the party, is low in funds, they tightened up on 
securities, and they have very little support from their 
collision groups.

THE PEOPLE'S FREE MEDICAL CLINIC 

The Panthers have setup a People's Medical Clinic at 
27 Dixwell Avenue. Inside this building, they have setup 
tables and chairs. FRANCIS CARTER presently heads up the 
clinic program ard maintains the office. 

JAMES BU3BER YOUNG is presently in charge of the BPP in 
^Connecticut, however, YOUNG does not does :.not.. appear to 
x ' know what is going on and does not possess real leadership 
quality. YOUNG is more or less a figurehead.

Concerning the Black Panther Mail 


The mail is normally picked up by different members ' 
of the party and immediately taken to the second floor 
at 35 Sylvan Avenue, where it is. kept in a locked room. . 
It is not normally available to outsiders.. The 3PP 
at 35 Sylvan Avenue no longer has any printing machines 
located there. The copies of ".Black Panther" are now 
being delivered to UCCNN, approximately 500 per week 
to a (last name unknown) at the Afro American 

House on the UCGHN Campus'. “ These papers are normally 
paid by a male. BOBBY SEALE allegedly is very upset over 
the fact that the 3PP has not reformed in Hartford, 
Connecticut, in view of the large ghetto area there. 

The Hartford ANGELA DAVIS Defense Committee reportedly 
is on its way out at the present time, there is only 
one weapon, a shotgun, at 35 Sylvan Avenue. The 3PP 
in Mew Haven is not supporting LARRY TGHKS2UD nor the 
Townsend's Defense Committee, Westport, Connecticut. 
TOWNSEND reportedly was busted 13 times in six months.

Information was developed to reflect that 
the *BPP will move on April 2, or 3, 1971, from their 
present headquarters, 35 Sylvan Avenue, to a new lo- 
cation somewhere on Dixwell Avenue. The BFP will 
remove all sandbags from 35 Sylvan Avenue, and will 
place them apparently at their new headquarters. ( c.> 

A young Negro female named CHARLENE ( Ll'TU ) , 
age 15 to 16, is presently working for the BPP in 
Hew Haven. ELI3E BROWN is handling the typing of 
reports concerning the BPP in New Haven, which go to 
National. These reports are sent to New York by hand, 
and then flown in person to the West Coast. (O 

The medical center continues to operate at 
127 Dixwell A ve nue . 

JOHN SEALE and RAYMOND "MASAI" HEWITT are now 
in New Haven and appear to be in a leadership position. 

On Thursday, March 25, 1971, RICHEY LEAKE, and 
a man named WEAVER, travelled to the Corona New York 
Office' to nick up copies of the BPP Newspaper . At 7:30 
they travelled through Brooklyn on their way to the 
Panther’s Headquarters in order to pick up Hew Haven 
copies. Thirty-seven bundles, carrying 500 papers 
apiece were picked up by New Haven to be later distributed 
to New Haven, which includes Middletown, and UC0NN-, and 
the rest go to Boston. Middletown reportedly handles 
200 papers, some of which would be sold in Hartford, 
Connecticut. All together the East Coast publishes 
and handles 5,900 papers (March 27, 1971, edition, 

Volume 6, number 9), a portion of these were taken to 
La Guardi a Airport to be transported by air to New Orleans 
and Mississippi, town unknown.

Philadelphia copies were placed on a true!:. Two cars and 
a truck were utilised in picking up the newspapers. The 
stat.ionwagon went first, followed by the truck, followed 
by a' second car. The lead car was driven, by a woman, 
and six males all of whom had weapons as well as those' 
persons in the rear car. The ’Panthers were expecting 
trouble from the Cleaver Faction. SAM RAPIER was in 
control. PAPIER spent Thursday night in a Mew York 
City pad on Jones Street. With RAPIER were two unknown 
girls and an individual named 'OMAR. The papers were 
late because of the fact they were not paid for before 
hand by the 3PP. RAPIER has been staying at the pad' on 
Jones Street, which is housed on West Fourth Street, 
Apartment 43 ( w 5 ) .

A detailed resume of all pertinent gun lav violations referred 
to in referenced airtel has been furnished to all agents in 
order to insure that every effort is devoted to developing 
prosecutable violations within our investigative Jurisdiction. 

At present the black extremist organizations within the New Haven 
Division are broken down as follows: 


BPP - New Haven, Connecticut 

Recently moved to new headquarters at 259 Mxwcll Avenue, New Haven, 
and appears to be in a state of flux right now following the un- 
successful efforts of the State of Connecticut to prosecute Bobby 
Seale and Ericka Huggins and the subsequent release of these 
individuals from custody. NH 591-R is in almost daily contact 
with New Haven BPP headquarters and he has reported that there 
are at least two shot guns maintained in the headquarters at 
present. This informant has been given the specific assignment 
of securing the serial numbers of these weapons so that 
appropriate action can be instituted in developing a prosecutable 
violation. To date we have been unable to isolate any mentors of the

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BPP 'in New Haven in such a position which would successfully lend 
itself to a prosecution under any of the various gun control acts. 
Every effort to do so will be expended in the future with particular 
emphasis upon providing our informants with appropriate guidance in 
this respect. 

In addition, we have established and enjoy excellent liaison with 
the New Haven Police Department and hopefully can exploit this 
liaison in order to isolate a panther in a situation where he would 
be in violation of these gun laws. Every effort will be made 
along these lines. 

BPP - Hartford, Connecticut 

The Panthers formerly operated an NCGF Chapter at Hartford which 
has been defunct since late 1970. NH 5S1-R, referred to above, 
resides in the Hartford area and has been requested by ELBERT ’’BIG 
MAN” HOWARD to attempt to rejuvenate the NCCF in Hartford. Informant 
is being guided very closely to insure that he does not is effect 
place himself in position of establishing and guiding an NCCF 
Chapter and we anticipate utilizing him in a secondary capacity 
if in fact the NCCF is successful in re-establisbing itself in 
Hartford. Individuals formerly affiliated with the NCGF in 
Hartford in effect were a loose federation of young negro 
hoodlums who while undoubtedly black nationalists and extremists, 
used their extremist cover as a license to steal and participate 
in all forms of organized and unorganized violence. At present 
there is a loosely organized group known as the Blaekstone Rangers 
comprised of these young negro hoodlums in the Hartford area. 
Information has been reported regarding the possession of weapons 
and explosives on the part of numerous individuals affiliated with 
this group and numerous court actions have been instituted against 
them by the local Hartford authorities. The authorities have not 
enjoyed any significant success and prosecutions have been few and 
far between, however. 

2 . 
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NH S91-R as well as several other probationary and ghetto informants 
have been specifically targeted to develop evidentiary Information 
regarding violations of the various gun laws on behalf of the former 
NCCF members and Blacks to no Rangers in Hartford. 

We enjoy the same excellent liaison in Hartford as is llew Haven and 
hope to be able to develop cases with the cooperation and assistance 
of the local police. 

BPP - Bridgeport, Connecticut 

An NCCF Chapter, now defunct, formerly functioned in Bridgeport. *-• 

At present there Is a hard core of black extremists in the 
Bridgeport area who function under the leadership of LAWilENCE 
TOWNSEND, who is presently free on $125,000 bond on charges of 
assault with intent to kill a police officer, and who is also under 
indictment for Federal gun law violation which was instituted by 
the AT FD. This indictment arose out of TOWNSEND* a possession of 
a firearm&atl-the time of an arrest. NE S77-R has ingratiated 
himself with TOWNSEND and has been specifically targeted toward 
developing a prosecutable gun law violation against TOWNSEND and 
bis associates.. ' V'C' 

In line with the above comments regarding New Haven and Hartford, 
TOWNSEND has expressed himself vocally as being in violent opposition 
to HUEY NEWTON, however, no information has been developed regarding 
any affiliation with the so-called CLEAVES group. In effeet, while 
Bridgeport has this hard core of black extremists, they cannot be 
characterized as affiliates of the BP? at this time .

The Revolutionary Peoples Constitutional Convention Information 
Center (RPCCIC) is a panther-oriented affiliate which functions 
in the Sliddletown, Connecticut area. Through former KB 641-R (PROB) , 
numerous reports were received regarding the possession of members 
of this group of weapons and explosives. To date we have not been 
able to isolate a member of this group in possession of weapons or 
explosives or develop sufficient evidence which would warrant in- 
stituting prosecutive action against this group. 641-ft (PEOB) 
was discontinued recently on his entrance into the military, however, 
we have several other likely prospects under development who are being 
targeted toward developing positive information regarding possible 
gun law violations which can be invoked against this group in line 
with our comments enumerated above regarding other cities in 
Connecticut . 

Kew Haven will mate . e every effort to exploit the prosecutive potential 
of the above-mentioned gun law statutes.

The Bureau has advised by rtferenced conmini- 
cation that there is a lack of successful criminal prose- 
cutions involving gun law violations arising during the 
course of our racial matters investigations and specifically 
in our dealings with the Black Panther Party. To date 
there has been several allegations to reflect that the 
BPP and its membership, in the State of Connecticut, 
has been in possession of weapons. Such situations constitute 
a federal violation within our secondary jurisdiction: 

Specific details concerning information regarding possible 
gun law violations statutes are contained in the manual of 
instructions. Volume 3, Section 74. Such violations require 
the following investigative procedure: 


1.. Active investigation should be immediately 
conducted, during Bureau investigations of racial matters 
such as the BPP, etc. 

2., Every agent should immediately ascertain 
whether or not the firearms in question which is in pos- 
session of a subject was transported interstate and whether 
or not this weapon meets the definition of a firearms by 
the National Firearms Act. 


3, If a violation is found to be present, the 
regional Office of the Internal Revenue Service should b© 
asked to determine whether the firearm In question has been 
appropriately registered, and its transfer recorded. If in

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this case, prosecution is contemplated, WFO should be 
requested to further verify the failure of the subject 
to prove registration and legal transfer by inquiry at the 
headquarters of the IBS in Washington. 

4. If ammunition is being considered, the 
particular ammunition under investigation should be carefully 
described to make certain it meets t be requirements of the 
ammunition section of the State Hrearms Control Assistance 
Act.

In the recent past the Bureau has been advised of 
several instances in which BPP members have been 
involved in robberies. BPP activities have indicated 
they return to crime during financial crises. The 
Bureau has requested that this faction of BPP activity 
be followed aggressively so that our intelligence 
responsibilities might be fulfilled. All BPP in- 
formants and sources should be alerted for information 
concerning proposed or past criminal activities by 
the BPP. It is noted that on 8/11/71, NH 900-PRI 
advised that TIMMY THOMPSON and BILLY OVERTON attempted 
to obtainodonations from Eddie's Grocery on Newhall 
St., New Haven. Upon being denied donations, these 
Panthers attempted to case the store for a possible 
future robbery. This source is following this matter 
closely. 

In view of the above, all sources should be contacted 
in view of the Panther's present financial situation 
which is quite serious in New Haven. Where positive 
information is developed, liaison with local law 
enforcement agencies should be continued and they 
should be made aware of any possible criminal activity 
on the part of the BPP. In addition, pertinent information 
involving policies or activities of BPP headquarters, 
affiliated branches, or the BPP CLEAVER faction, should 
be expeditiously disseminated.

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The Black Panther Party (BPP) held a benefit 
dance on Sunday evening, August T5, 1971, at the Cotton 
Club, 843 Dixwell Avenue, Hamden, Conn. This dance 
commenced at 6:15 p.m. Tickets were taken by GUSSXE 
PHENEOUS at the door of the Cotton Club. Approximately 
120 persons attended this dance. Three bands took 
art and food was served. The Panthers collected 
2.50 and $3.00 per person. A person named EDDIE 
WILLIAMS, recently a BPP member from Hartford, Conn., 
and two others from Hartford, were at this dance. 

FRANCES CARTER was also at the dance. CARTER reportedly 
is expecting a child on or about September 14, 1971. , 

JAMES "BUBBA" YOUNG reportedly is the father of this 
child. ANN BROWN, a member of the BPP, was also at 
this dance. JOE WASHINGTON, who reportedly left the 
New Haven area for New York was at the dance with an 
attractive girl friend (not his wife). It is not known 
whether he was just here for the weekend. The dance 
is for the benefit of the "People's Survival' Program." 

The Hartford Panthers stated they do not have a head-* 
quarters in Hartford, and there are signs of financial 
trouble here. 

BILLY OVERTON was also at the dance and 
helped serve food. GEORGE EDWARDS assisted also. ANN 
BROWN’s brother RONALD BROWN, who lives in' the same 
building as FRANCES CARTER on Goodrich St. , was also 
at the. dance. BROWN reportedly is sympathetic to the 
Panthers, but not a member. 

An unidentified female named LORRAINE LNU, who lives 
across the street from 259 Dixwell Ave., and -who may 
be a member of the BPP, attended this dance. LORRAINE 
is described as 35 years of age, light skinned, and a 
thin build. The dance broke up around llj-00 p.m. without 
incident .

The Cleaver Faction of the BPP has emerged recently as a 
most violent and lawless group, whose terrorist tactics 
must not be underestimated. Recent publications of "Right 
Oh!" and "Babylon", Cleaver publications out of New York, 
have served as a forewarning that assassinations, kidnappings 
and insurrections -are planned by these extremists, who are 
simply waiting until they have the capability for the execution 
of such crimes. An analysis of the activities of the Cleaver 
i Faction indicates that kidnapping of prominent citizens to secure 

the release of "political prisoners’.’ must be considered a definite 
| potential tactic. Recent inf ormation shas indicated that Cleaver 

Factions may be in their early formative stages within the State 
of Connecticut. The RPCCIC in Middletown, Conn., may eventually 
evolve into a pro-Cleaver group advocating violence and urban 
i guerrilla warfare. P.ecent efforts were made to organize 

and sell the Cleaver publications, "Right On!" in Waterbury, 

Conn. Bridgeport, which has always been closely affiliated 
with the New Haven-Newton group , may -also eventually evolve into 
a Cleaver Faction. The proximity of ^Connecticut to New York City, 
the center of Cleaver activities, indicates future possibilities 
for the Cleaver organization.

Source advised that STEVE LONG , GEORGE EDWARDS,

OVERTON are all residing at BPP headquarters, 259 Dixwell

Source advised that LARRY WILLIAMS and ROBERT JAMES 
travel on some Wednesdays to sell newspapers in Middletown, 

Ct . They normally sell about 150 copies. The New Haven 
Panthers normally travel to New York on Wednesday nights 
to pick up 2,000 copies of the BPP newspaper. Three hundred 
of these go to Hartford,' Ct. The party has been selling 
almost all of the 2,000 copies per week. FRANCIS CARTER is 
-ademe d^ viol-eng e~ in the party and runs a Day Care Center 
for 5 or 6 kids, 12 Cassius St. The bussing program which 
buses people to prison continues every other Saturday. An 
unidentified white female preacher took a goup last 
Saturday. The Breakfast program continues to feed 30 to 35 
kids per day and goes from 6am to 9 am when the kids are 
bused to various schools. The Panthers are now using a

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1970 Ford Falcon Station Wagon, yellow in color, which 
is registered to a GEORGE PILLSBURY, a friend of the 
Panthers. The Panthers normally clean their headquarters 
from 9 until 11, then they go out in the field to sell 
papers. They return around 5 in the afternoon and conduct 
political education classes. 

On 2/14/72, STEVE LONG followed LARRY WILLIAMS 
as part of their security program. WILLIAMS reportedly is 
under discipline for not reporting his whereabouts to the

This matter is being 
followed closely and any information regarding any resumption 
of NCCF or organized BPP activities in Hartford will be 
reported to the Bureau immediately.
